just ready to unlurl their sails, prevent* 
ed Iron» going to sea bjr an emba go» 
to their rum—and at this time, when 
tliosv people having placed co.*fid<.iict 
in the frequent professions of those in 
power, concerning manufactories, had 
placed much of their property in that 
business, dfid when the admlnistiaiion» 
upon mature reflection, having a full 
knowledge of the situation of every pait 
if the nation, had adopted a system, Snd 
the people had prepared themselves for 
the contiuoation of It, supposing I ho 
government had sufficient reason for 
adopting it, a><d that it would continue 
.<s long as those reasons existed—ho 
hoped the government wpuhl have a 
proper regard fo’* their character fop 
»lability and consistency, and not adopt 
a course of policy equally as destructive 
to them, as the rest rue live ay stem wafr 
in the first instance. 


Mr P. saiJ, although he had always 
been opposed to an embargo, and was 
not concerned in either commerce or 
manufactories, he hoped this embargo 
would continue during the war, that tltd 
people may know what to depend upon« 
and that the government may have a fait 
trial of their system; and he believed« 
if it was rigidly enforced,that every map 
i.t the nution must soou see« th«*t it har 
been wholly inoperative upon any tutidi 
except ourselves, that it had destroyed 
the revenue and the best interest of thi 
country, and the President would hav« 
no excuse to recommend another a 
arty future period, by believing if thi** 
nad not bee . evaded or relaxed, it wouh^ 
have had the deaired effect. 


Mr P. said, it was of very great irr ; 
portance to the people, that they shuui • 
know how to adopt their industry to tb 
views of the government, and situatior 
of the country ; and, for his part, he wu 
tired of chan^ng oae expedient for at* 
iher, and that it was better for thopeopl 
to have the laws steady, their rignts fes 
certain *ud defined, than to have man 
in imagination, and be kept in a state o 
suspense 
and uncertainty«* to tbei 
iuin.
